Extract  from  a  <rurual  of  battle  actions 
of  tho  Red  Army  General  Staff  concerning  the 
Incident  in  the  Lake  Kansan  area  in  1938. 


"....On  July  24,  1938  at  00.25  hours  the  Military  Council  of  the  front 
reported  the  situation  <.n  the  frontier  ub  it  was  on  July  23,  1933  at  19.00 
hours  (see  entry  4G2/336  of  July  25,  1538)...." 

On  July  22  a  Humber  of  violations  of  the  frontier  occurred.  At  08.30 
hours  10  Japanese  and  Manchurians  armed  with  a  light  n. ichlne-gun  violated  the 
frontier  1  km.  south  of  Hozyatwandi;  at  12.50  hours  on  July  22  4  non  in 
civilian  clothes  violated  the  frontier,  penetrating  50  netors  deep  into  our 
territory  1/2  km.  northwest  of  Eiasholi  Zaozernaya.  Besides,  the  Japanese 
270  men  strong  were  digging  trenches  4  km.  southeart  of  Tunslnachan,  and  a 
group  40  men  strong  deployed  600  metres  west  of  the  Zaozernaya  hill.  In  some 
places  the  population  of  certain  inhabited  points  was  transferred  to  the  points 
deep  in  the  territory. 

In  the  area  1  km.  south  of  KomurukuHf  (west  of  Kenfbn)  a  temporary  stable 
arrangement  for  100  horses  was  discovered  at  18.00  hours  on  Ju?.y  22. 

In  the  area  2  km.  east  of  Hatuhoza  a  latter  was  found  demanding  the  with¬ 
drawal  from  the  Zaozernaya  hill  and  threatening  with  serious  complications  if 
the  demand  is  not  fulfilled.  On  July  23,  during  the  second  half  of  the  cL^y  the 
Japanese  concentrated  in  the  Kefun  Area  nearly  an  infantry  regiment.  According 
to  the  report  of  the  Pooyet  frontier  guard  detachment  the  Japanese  during  July 
23  and  night  of  July  24  concentrated  on  the  front  Zaozernaya,  Kenfun,  Kemurukuhi 
more  than  3,000  Japanese  troops  with  artillery  and  tanku. 

On  July  24  at  23.10  hours  the  Military  Council  of  the  Far  Eastern  Front 
reported  under  N  12/002881  the  reconnaissance  information  on  the  concentration 
of  the  Japanese  troops.  According  to  the  military  observation  by  the  frontier 
guards  on  the  front  of  Zarechye,  on  the  Zaozernaya  hill,  on  the  Korean  und 
Kanchoukuo  territory  there  were  about  3.8C0  men.  The  Japanese  moved  the  popu¬ 
lation  out  of  Horaoka  and  Tariton.  They  held  meetings  among  the  population 
calling  upon  them  to  seize  the  Zaozernaya  hill.  A  unit  of  the  19th  Infantry 
division  arrived  and  detrained  in  Siaoevo  at  the  station  Zohve  (Sikai)  of  the 
Uki-Tunen  railroad. 

July  25,  1938.  On  July  25  at  14.25  hours  the  Military  council  of  the  front 
under  H  5991  reported  on  a  number  of  violations  of  the  frontier  by  the  Japanese 
planes  in  different  places  and  at  different  height.  The  Japanese  planes  pene¬ 
trated  1-1/2  km.  deep  into  our  territory  (in  the  Kovo-Alekoeevka  area  heading 
toward  Grodekovo)  6  km.  deep  (in  the  area  2406).  Heights  -  4.  5,  6  metres; 
and  at  12.50  hours  a  plane  appeared  over  the  town  of  Medvezhya  at  the  height  of 
9,000  metres. 
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At  3.12  hri  July  31,  the  ohooti.tg  began,  gvet.  5t.i  e-.’O  g^ing  off  on  thp 
Bouthern  olopos  of  Zaccorna yc.  lull;  4.00  hr*,  the  bat'lo  in  going  on.  A  company 
of  the  118th  rlfiu  regiment  *it.h  tanks  attached  was  thrown  into  an  a'ltaek  from 
the  direction  of  Podgovnaya.  The  battalions  and  a  tank  company  of  the  il9th 
rifle  regiment  are  concentrated  at  hill  68.8  4  20.  A  group  stationed  between 
Zaozernaya  and  Bezymyannsyu  k! Li!  co/rian  led  by  P-at:.ic  has  entered  inoo  action.

Situation  on  July  ?JL.  24.00  hours  \ni 
August  1.  l9,-3.  2  00  hours. 

1.  The  enemy  supported  by  heavy  artillery  fire  moving  from  the  area 
Chismnut  -  Sootoin,  Homoku,  hill  653,  4  town  of  Sirumi  at  20.00  hours  soized 
the  hills  68.8;  86.8;  64.8  (all  cf  them  northaast  of  tho  Hasean  lake). 

3.  Nearly  one  energy  division  in  concentrated  in  the  area  of  the  Eezlrnannaya 
hill,  Homoku. 

4.  Nearly  one  infantry  battalion  with  artillery  is  concentrated  in  tho 
area  of  tho  town  of  Sirumi,  Konurukuki. 

5.  Noarly  an  infantry  battalion  with  artillery  in  the  area  of  Malaya 
Savelovka,  south  slope  of  the  Malaya  Novaya  hill. 

6.  In  tho  area  of  ?anzan,  frontier  mark  N2 — nearly  an  infantry  battalion. 
Arrival  of  the  enemy  infantry  and  artillery  was  observed  at  the  stations  cf 
Agotch;  and  Sikai.  Enemy  armoured  trains  kopt  heavy  artillery  frre  fro a  the 
area  of  Sikai. 

According  to  tho  reconnaissance  information  of  July  31; 

(a)  2  infantry  columns  came  out  of  the  Pogranichnaya  station  on  July  31,  at 

12.00  hour*.  Probably  these  are  the  units  of  tho  8th  infantry  division,  which 
are  transferred  to  Dunnin. 

(o)  Infantry  with  artillery  and  tanks  detrained  at  tho  stations  of  Sikai  (Sahve) 
and  Aodi  (Agochi),  strength  unknown  presumedly  now  unit-*,  arriving  to  the  north 
Korean  ports  or  the  units  of  120th  infantry  division  transferred  to  the  north, 

(c)  In  the  actions  the  following  unite,  may  take  part  on  ohe  side  cf  the  enemy; 

Unknown  part  of  the  19th  infantry  division,  stationed  ir.  the  area  of  Eun-Ohun, 

the  120th  infantry  division  and  new  units  almost  a  division  strong,  arriving 
from  the  North  to  the  Korean  ports.

The  enemy  acts  in  a 
beguiling  v;ay  net  putting  Into  action  its  er.tire  fire  power.

1.  According  to  the  reconnai sasr.ee  7'eporta  it  m ay  be  seen  that:  On  July 
30-31  about  80C  cavalrymen  and  200  Japanese  and  Manchurian  infantry  arrived  to 
Zhaohe  from  the  area  of  Kuiin,  apparently  these  were  ti.«  units  of  the  23th 
infantry  division  and  of  the  32d  cavalry  regiment  of  the  Kauchoukuo  troops. 
Earlier  the  transferring  oi  the  8th  end  4th  infantry  regine.ite  nal  oeer. 
observed.  On  August  3  the  4  cavalry  regiments  of  the  4th  cavalry  division 
arrived  at  the  frontier  ir.  the  area  of  ranbiohzen  Oaiinch*. .  The  gacrison  of 
Urnanshan  consists  of  the  521  separate  battalion  and  an  artillery  division  of 
3  AP.  Military  observation  found  that  350  infantrymen  were  deployed,  in  ran- 
bichzhar*.  500  men  of  the  Japanese  infantry  arrived  there  from  Hishan  and 
deployed  3C0  metres  from  the  frontier. 

2.  On  August  2  the  arrival  of  an  infantry  battalion,  an  artillery  division 
and  8h  tracks  to  Bantzen  was  observed.  Military  observation  found  that  a  column 
of  infantry,  almost  regiment  strong  and  two  cavalry  squadrons  came  out  of  Dunnin 
and  marched  in  the  southern  direction,  at  16.00  hours  the  head  of  the  column  was 
entering  Vanbabotzi.  One  cavalry  regiment  ar.d  one  infantry  regiment  were  in 
Hanchun.  Almost  an  infantry  regiment  and  an  armoured  motor  detachment  were  in 
Satahe.  An  infantry  battalion  in  Malaya  Savielovka.  Almost  an  infantry  regiment 
with  artillery  in  Kenhin  Kemurukihi .  About  two  infantry  regiments  and  an
